The Marion Town Party had been an end-of- 
summer celebration for more years than anyone can 
remember until the last two years. In 2019, because of the 
threat posed by the Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE) 
virus and last summer by COVID-19, the party was 
cancelled. 

But on August 28, as cool shore breezes made 
being outside comfortable, the community family-friendly 
party was on, and at a new location that provided scenic 
views and plenty of room for little ones to run freely as 
children should — Silvershell Beach. 

The town’s primary party planner (one of many 
hats worn by this town employee), Donna Hemphill, said 
that originally the VFW hosted the party on its former 
Route 6 grounds now known as the Cushing Community 
Center, which serves as headquarters of the Marion 
Council on Aging and the town’s Recreation Department. 
Once the property was turned over to the town, another 
venue was sought for the annual event. 

Spring Street in front of the Town House and the 
surrounding grounds became the new home for the party 
for a number of years, but this year it moved again, this 
time to Silvershell Beach where parking and safe open 
spaces are aplenty. 

Supporting the event were a number of local 
businesses as well as non-profits such as the Boy Scouts, 
the Volunteers at Sippican Elementary (VASE), and 
the MMR recruitment program for the Tri-Town fire 
departments. 

“We are delighted to continue this tradition,” 
said Hemphill as a group of tiny tots went racing by on 
their way to the next exciting activity. “It’s a celebration 
of the end of summer,” and kids going back to school, she 
chuckled. “This year it’s extra special.”

The event was free of charge with the exceptions 
of food and drink of which the grounds were awash, and 
the party featured carnival-type games for small children 
and their willing parents. But it was the rock wall which 
saw the most action and longest lines. 

In the center of the grassed space were row upon 
row of family-style tables and chairs where hungers were 
quenched with hot dogs, hamburgers, and even scallops. 
Grill master and Town Administrator Jay McGrail was 
delighted to be grooving to the music blasting from the 
nearby DJ tent and cooking up meats for the partygoers. 

“T had heard about this great town party, but 
in the three years I’ve been here this is the first time I 
could actually participate,” said McGrail, punctuating 
what he believes is a truism: “Marion is an amazing 
town.” Turning to look out at the several hundred people 
enjoying the party atmosphere, he added, “Things like 
this make it amazing.” 

The chorus of praise included the following 
comments from Chairman of the Select Board Norman 
Hills: “I’m glad to see it come back! ...Seeing all the 
people show up, having a good time, getting something 
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to eat — it’s great.” 

Surrounding the perimeter of the lawn were 
several non-profit organizations geared towards helping 
young people explore their full potential as well as having 
fun. The Boy Scouts of America, slowly rebranding to 
simply Scouting, were popping up buckets of corn, 
filling the air with mouthwatering aromas, and engaging 
youngsters who stopped by to learn more. 

The members of VASE spoke to attendees about 
volunteer opportunities at the Sippican School. Their new 
slogan, “Give 2 in 21-22,” stands for their quest to get as 
many parents and interested others involved with school 
programs for as little as two hours per school year. 

And last but not least was the MMR (Marion, 
Mattapoisett, Rochester) Fire Department Recruitment 
program which provides training to high schoolers 
interested in learning more about fire service 
opportunities and the possibility of joining the ranks of 
those who serve. Handling questions and sharing their 
personal stories of what the program has meant to them 
were Domenic Fringuelli, Jaden Soares, and Paetyn Tripp. 

With her clipboard firmly at her side, Hemphill 
was making notes for next year’s party — so, fingers 
crossed. If it can be planned, there is no doubt it will be 
planned.

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communities as well as other underserved populations. 
DiCarlo said that Fairhaven COA director Anne Silvia has 
been a prime mover in realizing that senior citizens who 
are LGBTQ may never have come out and are completely 
alone or are disenfranchised from their families. She 

said that statewide recognition of the needs of this aging 
population includes training of caregivers in senior care 
facilities. This type of progress at the service level, she 
said, only came about through community activism. 

“It’s important to get all people engaged, to be 
part of the bigger community, just like everyone else,” 
DiCarlo stated. 

The network is also working on services for 
transitioning people and those who are non-binary. 
“They need support services and opportunities for social 
interaction,” Dugas said. 

The network also provides services in the home 
where support is needed not only for those coming 
out but also for their families “to help strengthen the 
families.” 

Alia Cusolito, a sophomore at Old Rochester 
Regional High School, is president of the LGBTQ ORR 
program. She said the group has had an opportunity 
to talk to educators directly sharing their thoughts and 
experiences. She said the group would also be focusing 
on ways that the topic of LGBTQ people could be 
incorporated into the curriculum. Cusolito said that for 
the school staff presently there are no guidelines on how 
to handle a student’s record when they transition. “There 
aren't any policies or procedures,” she explained, hoping 
that the group she represents might help in this process. 

Dugas said that Massachusetts is the only state 
that has a commission set up to address issues, concerns, 
and programs for LGBTQ youth; visit mass.gov/orgs /

port-of-call, from simply tossing a line to a boater tying 
up to a dock, to pulling capsized boaters out of heavy 
seas. Handling the ropes, so to speak, as Mattapoisett’s 
deputy harbormasters for the 2021 season have been 
Mattapoisett natives Luke Mello, Adam Perkins and 
Cooper Newton and Marion resident John Delehanty. 

A brief 2020 job description posted by 
Harbormaster Jamie McIntosh when the Mattapoisett 
Harbormaster’s 
Department was 
expanded does not 
capture the complete 
picture of what the 
young staff members 
have encountered 
during a summer 
season at the historic 
wharves located next to 
Shipyard Park. 

The job 
posting lists that 
applicants must have 
a Massachusetts 
Driver’s License, CPR or first-responder certificate, 
the understanding that a CORI/SORI search will be 
undertaken, and that a pre-employment medical exam 
and drug testing will be required. But that’s just the 
beginning. 
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When one considers that the young people 
holding these positions are primarily teens or college 
students, one realizes just how amazing a group they 
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“They are educated and can think on their feet,” 
said McIntosh, proud of a group that provides the level 
of community and customer services expected while 
keeping safety first and foremost. Ensuring that the 
deputies work well together is no small task. “We’ve 
become more of a family than a team,” McIntosh said, 
noting that while the deputies may not always agree with 
one another, they are always ready to “have each other’s 
backs” and get the job done. 

Mello recently joked that he has the longest 
commute time to the job (his family home abuts Shipyard 
Park). The new Quinnipiac University freshman has been 
a constant on the wharves since he was a very small child. 
“He has progressed tremendously in his capabilities from 
maintenance to boat operations,” McIntosh stated. 

For Mello, the best part of the job is “talking to all 
the people.” Those relationship skills will serve him well 
in the coming years, especially when you consider that he 
hopes to study cybersecurity or prelaw. 

Perkins will be completing his education at 
Massachusetts Maritime Academy this fall. He plans to 
pursue facility management, his major since entering 
the academy. He said that he’d like to find employment 
with companies such as Tesla or other highly technical 
industries. Of the three summers Perkins has spent 
working as a deputy harbormaster, he said, “I feel 
grateful; we give our heart and soul to help people.” 

Newton will be taking a gap year come August 
30. That’s when he’ll push off from Mattapoisett waters 
in his own sailboat named Why Worry, a 27-foot Bristol 
that he found in Maine and has lovingly restored 
himself. He’ll be charting a course to Anguilla with 
hopes of arriving there for race week. When asked how 
his experience on the Mattapoisett wharves has been, 
he responded, “I'll be back. This is the coolest summer 
job ever!” Of the many areas of responsibility that the 
deputies have to embrace, Newton believes customer 
service is high on the list. 

Delehanty was preparing to leave for Fitchburg 
State University when he told The Wanderer that he has 
worked two seasons as a deputy harbormaster, saying, 
“Every day is different.” From repairing docks to

pulling people out of the water, “You’ve got to be ready 
for anything,” Delehanty said, speaking warmly of his 
relationship with the other deputies. “You can talk to 
those guys openly without fear, even if they don’t agree 
with you.” 

And what was McIntosh like as a boss? “He is 
awesome, easy going but passionate,” Delehanty said. As 
he prepares for life beyond Mattapoisett and a possible 
future career in law enforcement, this young man will 
always remember being part of the team that recently 
helped rescue capsized boaters off Cleveland’s Ledge. 
“You do whatever you have to do to get them out of the 
water.” 

McIntosh is well aware that this group of deputies

experiences shared through debriefing after each incident 
handled by the department can be applied throughout 
their lifetime, MacIntosh says. 

“They are really project managers; they wear 
many hats,” he said. 

Whether the deputies are working the shellfish 
program, public safety, sanitation, or protecting the 
environment, each element of the job is a learning 
experience. “They have done it all and done it well,” 
McIntosh said. “They haven’t been out on the beach or 
out cruising around the harbor. They’ve been working, 
doing a fantastic job — service to the town.” 


Lyons’ Pre-Trial Date Moved

Citing “additional discovery,” Robert Nolan, the 
attorney for recently retired Mattapoisett Police Chief 
Mary Lyons, requested and received a new pre-trial date 
of Thursday, September 30, while addressing Falmouth 
District Court on Tuesday morning. Nolan and Lyons 
were both present at court via Zoom. 

On July 19, Lyons entered a not guilty plea to the 
charge of Operating Under the Influence in the wake of a 
July 17 arrest by Massachusetts State Police in Bourne on 
charges of operating a vehicle under the influence and a 
marked lanes violation on Route 28 north. 

Lyons, 61, was placed on administrative leave 
after the arrest, from which she was release on personal 
recognizance. Nolan disputed the charges after Lyons’ 
arraignment and said he anticipates the case going to trial. 

On August 5, the Town of Mattapoisett 
announced that Lyons had permanently left her position 
with the Select Board’s acceptance and approval of terms 
for her early retirement.

The draft warrant for Rochester’s October 18

on Tuesday, September 7. Szyndlar told the selectmen 
that the certification of free cash certified is in process so 
that figure was not available at the time of the August 30 
meeting. 

The selectmen signed off on the appointment 
of Nancy Durfee as Rochester’s new, full-time town 
planner and voted to approve the appointment of Carl 
MacDermott to the town’s Agricultural Commission. 

The board approved Fire Chief Scott Weigel’s 
request and waive the fee to use the Pine Street facility 
for the Saturday, October 2, Touch-a-Truck / Harvest 
Celebration event, and approved the CRW Cranberry 
Harvest Century request to host a bike ride on Sunday, 
October 3. 

Selectman Woody Hartley brought a few items to 
light, as construction has started on the shed at the Senior 
Center on Dexter Lane, where on August 26 a luncheon 
was held and James Dexter was presented an honorary 
Old Rochester diploma. Dexter would have graduated in 
1964. 

Hartley said he attended a public safety meeting 
in which right-of-way access around Town Hall past the 
adjacent church once again has become a topic. Hartley 
said the church wanted to be part of the discussion, and 
addressed the matter to ensure its representatives have 
that opportunity. 

Right across the village common at 7 Marion 
Road, Hartley noted the presence of numerous vehicles.

Officials: Towns Control ORR 
Stabilization Fund 


Marion Select Board/Finance Committee

As Heather Burke, acting chairperson for the 
Old Rochester Regional School Committee, summarized 
four significant changes proposed by the school district 
to the agreement with the tri-towns, Marion’s Finance 
Committee only had eyes for the fourth of those changes. 

Meeting in an August 25 joint session with the 
town’s Select Board and tri-town invitees to review and 
discuss the proposed agreement, ORR’s proposal of a 
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capital stabilization fund dominated the discussion as 
stakeholders prepare for fall town meetings. 

“Currently, we don’t have a clean way to fund 
capital improvements and maintenance that are smaller 
in scale. This is designed to set up a fund so that we can 
plan financially for those upcoming maintenance issues,” 
explained Burke. “If there are more substantial needs, 
the School Committee will probably choose to use the 
debt-exclusion process because we can’t come forth with 
a budget that has such a huge increase that a capital item 
might cause.” 

The focus on the stabilization fund proposal took 
flight when Marion FinCom member John Menzel asked 
how ORR distinguishes between a small capital item 
and a maintenance project. Qualifying her answer as a 
business person as opposed to a facilities person, Burke 
said, “All of these come down to budget.” 

Burke said that every year Sippican School 
replaces a certain percentage of floor tiles. “You could 
call that a small, capital project or a maintenance project, 
but we haven’t been able to do it at the regional schools 
because we don’t have a budget for that purpose,” said 
Burke. “We have the same needs, but we don’t have the 
ability to fund it separately so we need this mechanism to 
be able to plan and budget for it within our budget.” 

ORR Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson 
added that ORR’s budget subcommittee has to make 
decisions based on “what funds are out there.” 

Marion FinCom member Shea Assad suggested 
ORR consider non-recurring events as capital 
expenditures. “It’s probably good to establish, ‘This is 
what we mean by maintenance and this is what we mean 
by capital,” he said. 

ORR Assistant Superintendent of Finance and 
Operations Howie Barber threw another wrinkle into 
the discussion, introducing the life of an asset as well as 
its cost. Parking lots, for instance, have a lifespan and 
therefore are considered capital expenditures rather than 
maintenance. 

Menzel asked for the amount of the proposed 
Stabilization Fund and if it will be included as a line item 
in the ORR budget. It was explained that ORR would

have to include the Stabilization Fund in the budget, and 
if the district wished to increase the fund it would have to 
amend the budget. 

Burke said there is a 5 percent cap relative to the 
annual operating budget. 

Marion Finance Director Judy Mooney made it 
clear she is in favor of the idea, but cautioned ORR as to 
the cold, hard reality of annual budget slashing. “Every 
year we have an issue with budget so every year it’s going 
to be a matter of, ‘Do we appropriate for the budget or ... 
(the capital stabilization fund)?’” 

Marion Town Administrator Jay McGrail 
suggested that some years budgeting is driven by heavy 
needs for capital and other years by heavy needs for 
education. Nelson agreed. 

“I’m glad it’s in there, I don’t want to pin the 
budget to the capital,” said Mooney. “We have a tough 
time (with the budget) every year anyways so I just want 
to put that out there. That’s my only concern. I’m glad we 
have it.” 

After Barber verified an approximate total 
operating budget of $19,000,000 for the region, Marion 
FinCom Chairman Peter Winters pressed for more 
detailed explanation of the 5 percent cap relative to 
the annual operating budget. “How does it work? Is it 
something that is created every year or is it a fund that we 
have to keep topping off?” he asked. 

Burke was swift to note upon Barber’s 
hypothetical example of 5 percent of a $19,000,000 budget 
that approval is subject to town meeting vote and that 
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email us at info@mahoneylumber.com! 
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the district’s intention is not to go anywhere near the 
maximum allowed. 

“If two towns vote for it, the other town is stuck 
with it, whereas if it’s a pure capital expenditure, it has 
to pass all three towns,” said Winters. “It’s changing the 
funding mechanism for capital improvements, at least for 
emergency capital funding.” 

Burke confirmed that Winters’ contention is 
correct where it affects the passing of the ORR school 
budget. 

Ultimately, Assad and Marion’s attending 
selectmen, John Waterman and Norm Hills, determined 
that the control still belongs to the towns because an 
ORR District capital stabilization fund would be part 
of the operating budget and remain subject to budget 
negotiations. 

“If it’s too big a number, then the overall growth 
of the budget’s going to be too high and we’re not going 
to be able to bond it. So it’s constrained by the overall 


growth of the budget and being a line item in the budget,” 


said Waterman, suggesting that the tri-towns make the 
effort to contribute to ORR’s stabilization fund, even in 
small amounts. “It’s much more likely to get crowded out 
by other line items. ... It’s not like this is a windfall.” 
“That constraint mechanism is built in,” said 
Assad, concluding that ORR needs the stabilization fund 
for flexibility to address minor capital improvements and 
maintenance not covered in its maintenance budget. 
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Only in theory due Marion selectmen think an 
ORR stabilization fund could creep up toward $1,000,000. 
“They’re going to have problems funding it,” said Hills, 
while McGrail added that, some years, ORR will need to 
spend the fund as soon as it comes in. 

David Arancio, representing the Rochester 
Finance Committee and Capital Planning Committee 
(chairman), sat in along with Rochester Town 
Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar. Arancio asked if this 
agreement can be compared to last year’s. Burke said 
the town finance directors would break that down, but 
Mooney said, “I don’t think you can point to the finance 
directors for that, we don’t make up the assessments.” 

Citing significant benefit in Rochester, Arancio 
suggested including a member of each town’s capital 
planning committee in school budget meetings. Burke 
said all school committee meetings are public. “Paul 
[Naiman] has been wonderful, reaching out to the other 
towns,” said Burke, citing the Marion CIPC’s chairman’s 
work on improving tri-town communication. 

Until the current process began in 2018, an 
overhaul of the ORR agreement had not been undertaken 
since 1986. 

Nelson said that the state Department of 
Elementary and Secondary Education gave the agreement 
its preliminary approval on April 8, and on April 14 
Nelson relayed notification that DESE had preliminarily 
approved the agreement to tri-town officials with 
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documentation including copies of the proposed clean 
copy, changes and a copy marking in blue the changes 
requested by DESE. 

The ORR School Committee unanimously 
approved the proposed agreement in the spring. Next 
steps, Nelson explained, would include getting the 
Capital Stabilization article on town meeting warrants. If 
approved at town meetings, then the agreement would go 
back to DESE for final review. 

The other three significant changes listed by 
Burke: 

1. School committee members’ three-year 
terms would run from July 1 to June 30 so they can be 
bookended by the academic year. Burke said legality 
questions have been settled. 

2. By the state’s mandate, ORR would comply 
with the “one-man, one-vote” law. 

3. A three-year rolling average to establish 
assessments to each of the tri-towns; this request came 
from financial officials from the three towns, according 
to Burke. “Because there can be a wild swing in the 
assessment based not only on the number of students 
that one town sends to the district but also an increase 
or reduction in the number of students that the other 
two towns send. There’s wild fluctuations in what 
that assessment can be, and it makes it very difficult to 
budget,” said Burke. “The towns felt it would be better to 
have a smoothing mechanism.” 

In answer to Assad, Burke explained that the 
apportionment process for capital expenditures is an 
average of five years, and operating expenses on a three- 
year program. 

The next joint meeting of the Marion Select Board 
and Finance Committee was not set at adjournment.

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BOH Against Mask Mandate, Selects New 
Agent 
Mattapoisett Board of Health

Mattapoisett’s Board of Health voted to offer the 
open position of Board of Health agent to Gail Joseph, 
currently employed as an inspector with the City of New 
Bedford Health Department. Chairman Carmelo Nicolosi 
said, “She stands out,” compared to other applicants’ 
qualifications. He said that Joseph has six years 
working in New Bedford and comes with “very strong 
credentials.” 

The board unanimously voted to offer Joseph 
the Mattapoisett Board of Health agent position for a 
salary of $70,000 with the option of starting immediately 
if available to do so. The BOH has been without a health 
agent since May 14 when former agent Kayla Davis left to 
take a job in Middleboro. 

The board also elected to offer a transfer station 
position to Acushnet resident Kevin Murray, who sought 
the part-time position after retiring from his full-time 
career. 

Unaware that on that very day the Old Rochester 
Regional School District and MA Superintendency 
Union #55 would announce implementation of the state 
Department of Elementary and Secondary Education 
(DESE) mask mandate October 1, Public Health Nurse 
Emily Field urged the Mattapoisett Board of Health to 
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consider updating masking requirements. 

“The [Delta] variant is much more transmissible,” 
Field told the BOH members. She said that more 
vaccinations in younger people would help but that many 
have stopped wearing masks and distancing, which was 
concerning. “We need to watch out for the vulnerable in 
the community,” Field stated. “Everyone’s actions impact 
transmission; masks are the least intrusive, most effective 
way to control spread. It’s a small price to pay.” 

But board members Ken Dawicki and Russell 
Bailey were not in favor of implementing masking in all 
indoor public spaces. Dawicki went even further, saying, 
“T will not recommend masks in schools.” He said he feels 
that children are being negatively impacted by wearing 
masks. 

Field disagreed. “If there is a big outbreak in 
school, they'll be isolated at home,” a circumstance she 
believes would be more detrimental to children. “Of 
bigger concern is the closing down of classrooms. Kids 
are accustomed to masking now; keeping kids at home 
creates greater disruption.” 

Dawiki countered, “Leave it up to the parents.” 

Bailey wanted to know how many children have 
died from the Delta variant. Field said she didn’t have 
such data but added passionately, “You’re not supposed 
to wait for death to put measures in place; one is too 
many.” 

Field said that there were 14 active COVID-19 
cases in Mattapoisett, a number she described as high 
based on population. 

In other business, the board moved to send 
an Enforcement Letter to the property owners of 11.5 
Industrial Drive for a failed septic system. Nicolosi said 
he had been contacted about “raw sewage bubbling up to 
the top.” There was some confusion over who the current 
property owner is, but Nicolosi said he would work that 
out with Town Hall. He did note that, apparently, the 
effluent release had been going on for some time and, 
given the costs associated with installing a new system 
are high, he anticipated some pushback. In the meantime, 
the owners would be notified, and fines established with 
the advice of legal counsel, Nicolosi stated.

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ZBA Grants Variance, Special Permit 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

Two lengthy applications met with positive 
judgments from the Rochester Zoning Board of 
Appeals, which met on August 26 at Town Hall. The 
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a garage exceeding 1,000 square feet 519 County Road 
under Chapter 20.40, E.2 (7) of the Rochester Zoning By- 
Laws. 

Woodward Jr. originally explained the need for 
space to store his and his wife’s vehicles and to work on 
his motorcycles rather than the homes of relatives. 

In looking over the plan, ZBA Chairman David 
Arancio verified that Woodward is extending his 
driveway apron according to his revised plans. After brief 
discussion of the revised plan, the board voted to close the 
public hearing and discuss the matter. 

ZBA member Tom Flynn called it a good 
project and complimented Woodward on his plan, but 
he questioned whether Woodward had established 
significant hardship. 

As a public-service announcement, Arancio noted 
that Town Counsel Blair Bailey has instructed the board 
on many occasions that, regardless of the picture painted 
by an applicant for a variance, it is imperative that the 
applicant meets the prescribed criteria that guides the 
ZBA in its decisions. 

“Tt’s not relevant whether you can afford to do 
without [the variance], it’s whether or not how it impacts 
a potential hardship to the land itself,” explained Flynn. 

Member Davis Sullivan concurred with Flynn 
and member Donald Spirlet that, other than the hardship 
issue, he saw no problem with the project. 

Arancio asked the members about conditions as a 
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prelude to a motion. A condition was added that storage 
be limited to his own vehicles and no commercial use. 

Sullivan crafted a motion to grant Woodward Jr. 
the variance sought, identifying unique circumstances 
relating to the character of existing buildings on the 
property along with financial hardship and the greater 
good of the surrounding area. 

When called upon to vote, Spirlet said, “This 
is the type of neighbor I'd like to have. He’s got a big 
piece of property, he has no storage, he wants to make 
something big enough. You ever see someone with a small 
garage who’s got not enough room in there and they’ve 
got junk all over the yard and you end up looking at it. In 
Rochester, we see it all the time. He puts in a statement 
... "How can I keep my property uncluttered and secure?’ 
That’s why I’m voting to approve.” 

The vote was unanimous, and Woodward Jr. was 
granted the variance that will allow him to reconstruct the 
garage. 

It took substantial discussion before Mark and 
Ashley Briggs were unanimously granted a Special 
Permit to use a large barn at 0 New Bedford Road for 
the restoration, detailing and storage of collectible cars 
with limited private sales within the Limited Commercial 
District under Section 20.40. Section F.6 of the Rochester 
Zoning By-Laws. 

Bill Madden of G.A.F. Engineering presented 
infrastructural improvements, electrical upgrades and 
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fire protection. “We also recognize that the use would be 
regulated under site-plan review,” he said, also noting 
the limitations on development to less than 4 acres due to 
requirements for a conservation restriction. The goal of the 
building design, said Madden, is to keep it 80 feet back 
from any setbacks and away from view to preserve the 
rural character of the area. 

Despite the involved presentation, Arancio 
took issue with a matter related to what he perceived as 
Madden’s limited view toward the purview of the ZBA. 
“T disagree with you,” he told Madden, asserting that the 
ZBA is entitled to as much information as it considers 
necessary to make an informed decision on behalf of the 
citizens. 
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Madden told Arancio that he had informed his 
client that the board is entitled to whatever information 
it wants and that he was not intending to deflect 
responsibility from the ZBA to the Planning Board. He 
said he was merely stating how the applicant sees site- 
plan review working in the case. 

Mark and Ashley Briggs appeared via Zoom, and 
Mark Briggs told the board, “Our goal is to build a barn in 
the woods where I can collect cars and tinker with them, 
as my grandfather did and I did, and I'd love to pass 
along to my children.” 

Five months beyond the signing of a purchase- 
and-sales agreement, Briggs told the board he is trying 
to find out if he can build the barn in Rochester or not. 
“We’re not going to run a business out of it,” he said. “If I 
sell a car a year, it'll be because I grew tired of it.” 

In answer to a question from ZBA member 
Kirby Gilmore, the Briggs said they live in Marion and in 
Boston. They do not own property in Rochester. 

Spirlet said he prefers a building in the middle 
of a large lot and does not like the driveway on the plan 
encroaching on an adjacent lot. Spirlet said he would like 
any approval to carry a condition, but Arancio reminded 
the board that any site-plan change would require the 
submission of an amendment. 

Mark Briggs suggested Madden make the changes 
on the site plan being presented. Arancio said that, if 
any such verbiage is included in the decision, he is not

Horace Field to be Honored 
Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board

During the August 26 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Marine Advisory Board, Harbormaster Jamie McIntosh 
asked the members to weigh in on a proposal to 


posthumously honor longtime harbormaster Horace Field 265 Walnut Plain Road Rochester. MA 02770 
by naming the department's boat after him. hours by appt. and by special order 
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Waterfront Enterprise Fund, monies that help with every 
aspect of the critical operation. 

While MAB members agreed that naming the 
28-foot Stanley Bullnose after Field is an appropriate 
way to remember and honor his extensive service to the 
community, they also wanted to make sure his family is in 
agreement. 

McIntosh said that preliminary discussions with 
the family have been positive. The board voted to support 
the plan. The Stanley vessel, which has been in service 
since July 2020, has 250-horsepower twin outboard 
engines measuring 28 feet long and 10 feet wide and 
features removal panels and drop-down doors for ease of 
hauling in accident victims or large items from the water. 

In other business, McIntosh asked the board 
to consider additional language in the Rules and 
Regulations that would mandate the removal of vessels 
from wharves and floating docks during named tropical 
storms and hurricanes. He said that, while boat owners 
generally cooperate by removing their crafts during 
severe weather events, a more formal policy should be in 
place. The board agreed. 

McIntosh also said that he met on site with Field 
Engineering to note areas of concerns on wharves needing 
repair and whether cranes could safely use the wharves 
for the purpose of dredging activities that are planned for 
the fall. Field’s team confirmed the wharves are viable for 
the amount of weight being considered. He also noted

that new floating docks have been constructed and stored 
at the Transfer Station for future use. The new docks will 
provide an additional 48 square feet of space. 

On the matter of the much larger project, repairs 
to Long Wharf, MAB Chairman Carlos DeSousa said that 
he met on site with Lieutenant Governor Karyn Polito 
during her recent stop in Mattapoisett. DeSousa and a 
contingent of town officials toured the wharf, pointing 
out areas of concern and areas earmarked for repairs and 
improvement using state grant funding. 

To date, the town has received $216,000 from the 
Seaport Economic Council with another $54,000 from 
Town Meeting, money that will be used for design and 
engineering costs, both McIntosh and DeSousa confirmed. 
The project also received Community Preservation grant 
funding in 2014 and 2015 totaling $129,000, funding that 
has been used in part for immediate repairs and future 
work, according to Town Administrator Mike Lorenco. 
DeSousa said that a special construction committee 
would be established to oversee the massive repair project 
proposed for Long Wharf. 

DeSousa also discussed meeting with the 
Select Board to discuss the need for a formal Waterfront 
Management Plan. He said that, overall, the Select Board 
was in favor of moving forward with a formalized plan 
with assistance from the Urban Harbor Institute of the 
University of Massachusetts /Boston but wanted to see 
“tangible results” from the effort.

ORR Tackles Masking Questions 
ORR Joint School Committee / Superintendency Union #55

The 2020-21 school year was just ending when 
the state Department of Elementary and Secondary 
Education, in concert with the state Department of Public 
Health, essentially told public school districts to scrap 
prior guidelines that had been advising superintendents 
to plan for a more normal 2021-22. 

While the Delta variant of COVID-19 hasn’t 
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exactly shut down the region, the effects were felt on 
August 25 when the state-mandated the wearing of 
facemasks for ages 5 and over in public schools at least to 
October 1. 

“T know that we were hoping that many of the 
COVID-19 safety protocols and measures would not 
be needed during the 2021-22 school year,” said Old 
Rochester Regional Superintendent of School Mike 
Nelson during the August 26 meeting of the ORR Joint 
School Committee / Superintendency Union #55. “I was 
hoping for the same, and although we may not all agree 
on the best way to reopen schools, I’m hoping that we 
can all agree to support the greater good and the school 
community as a whole. 

“The tri-town schools are strong ... they’re full of 
stakeholders that are excellent advocates for what they 
believe is best for our students. I respect that greatly about 
our communities, and I’m hoping we can all do our best 
to respect one another as we welcome our students back 
to the classrooms and we renew our partnerships with 
our families and other stakeholders.” 

Unlike last year, ORR District schools are starting 
the academic year by opening five days per week to 
all students. Nelson said ORR is looking to bring back 
clubs and activities and sports in greater numbers than 
in 2020-21. Indoor sports will be required to wear masks. 
Mask breaks may occur during the school day when the 
windows are open. 
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Union-side Chair Sharon Hartley explained that, 
in light of the DESE’s and DPH’s mask mandate, the Joint 
School Committee would not be voting on the matter as 
originally planned. 

After October 1, if school staff and student body 
demonstrate 80 percent vaccination or greater, that school 
will no longer be required to wear masks inside buildings. 
In a departure from last year, testing is encouraged 
outside of symptom-driven tests, but ORR will start with 
those displaying symptoms consistent with COVID-19. 

Parents and guardians must provide consent for 
their children to participate in testing. 

If a student, for instance, has a headache that 
is consistent with that student’s typical symptoms, that 
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student will be allowed to remain in school. Nonetheless, 
Nelson recommended that anyone displaying symptoms 
and feeling ill stay home and strongly consider COVID-19 
testing. 

It is still believed that three feet of social 
distancing is the best way for students to maintain health, 
according to Nelson, who said social distancing will allow 
students to avoid becoming close contacts to any COVID 
cases. 

In-person clubs and extracurricular activities will 
follow the same masking guidelines as the school day. 
Riding on the bus requires masks, including the driver. 

ORR will double the number of air-quality tests 
conducted in public schools and share the information 
with the public. 

Hoping that the initial focus of the JSC meeting 
would not have been on masking and social distancing, 
Nelson said ORR is committed to DESE’s Accelerated 
Roadmap and truly focusing on “what we all want to be 
doing, which is teaching and learning.” 

He relayed DESE’s three main pillars of learning 
acceleration: a sense of belonging, monitoring students’ 
understanding, and ensuring strong, grade-appropriate 
instruction. 

To that end, ORR drew nearly 175 students in 
Grades K-2, 3-4, 8, and 10 for holding its first Acceleration 
Academy, a one-week intensive camp, in late August. 

Nelson stressed that the theory behind learning 
acceleration is not limited “to the gifted and talented,” 
nor is it remedial in nature. “We believe the research tells 
us that students do best when they’re with their grade- 
level peers and receiving the instruction and scaffolding 
supports they need in real-time.” 

ORR has long touted “social-emotional learning,” 
and amidst an uncertain circumstance, as it relates to 
COVID-19, Nelson is explicitly tying that long-held theme 
to DESE’s Accelerated Roadmap, calling it the district’s 
blueprint for the next few years. 

Safety measures will remain fluid, but education 
will be the main priority for 2021-22. 

Initial questions from the committee and the 
public were vaccine-related. 

Citing one dissenting vote on the state’s masking 
mandate through October 1, committee member Anne 
Fernandes said, “We know that we are going to have 
families within the district who are not - and this is 
putting it lightly - happy to have their children masked 
again.” Nelson said ORR has already sought and is 
receiving legal advice on complex scenarios. 

“There is some strong guidance that allows school 
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administrations to make decisions in the moment to make 
sure we can protect the safety of all, but we also want to 
make sure we protect any rights so,” said Nelson. “We 

are navigated that, but we are aware that scenario may 
present itself, and we will work through that on a case-by- 
case scenario.” 

DESE has declared remote learning illegal for 
public schools in 2021-22, but in answer to member 
Margaret McSweeny’s question, Nelson explained that 
families can apply to the district to homeschool their 
children and still receive the district’s support system as it 
relates to special needs. 

Member Frances Kearns asked about the absentee 
policy, which has changed for 2021-22. The “remote 
present” category is no longer recognized, per state policy. 

Nelson said the district will partner with local 
health authorities in both potential clinics and the sharing 
of vaccination rates on the district’s COVID-19 dashboard. 
Parental consent to the testing program is a year-long 
consent that cannot be altered by ORR. 

Member Carly Lavin asked about exceptions to 
mask-wearing requirements. DESE refers to medical and 
behavioral exceptions requiring physicians’ notes and 
subsequent decisions. 

Locally, school buses will be supplied with extra 
masks so that no student without a mask is turned away 
from boarding. 

Kearns also asked about additional CARES Act 
funding. Nelson said air scrubbers and air purifiers are 
using the second segment of CARES Act funding, and 
there will be a third wave of funds. 

In her Chairperson’s Report, Hartley expressed 
appreciation to administrators and staff for their 
preparation for the video back-to-school plan. “I was able 
to view that today on the Rochester website and I was 
really impressed,” she said, citing its clear and consistent 
information. “I’m excited as we head into a terrific school 
year.” 

In her Region-side chairperson’s report, Heather 
Burke discussed the lessons learned through the 2020- 

21 academic year and applying those to 2021-22. She 
reflected a year to when community groups were putting 
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together three types of school plans, their emphasis on 
robust learning that was meaningful with students’ needs 
prioritized. 

“As the [2020-21] year went on, we did just about 
everything we could to stay true to those goals at a time 
of great uncertainty, and as we go into this year we’ve got 
so much learning about how to handle schooling at such 
an uncertain time. But the uncertainty persists,” Burke 
stated. “One thing that we have learned over the past year 
is that the learning and students needs are typically met 
best when we’re able to come together as a community in 
one place. 

“It’s very gratifying to me to see things progress... 
It may not be all that we hope, but we’ve come a long way 
in the past year. You have to sometimes look back to see 
how fortunate you are going forward.” 

In the open comment segment of the meeting, 
Richard Reilly of Mattapoisett, who owns a local 
preschool, told the committee that the preschool had 
taken strict precautions since July but has had no cases. 
His research has resulted in a policy that only uses 
masking as a volunteer exercise for those feeling ill. In a 
large manufacturing business that he partly owns, he told 
the committee that the protocol has worked beautifully. 

Another resident asked if parents opt out of 
testing at ORR, do their children go into quarantine. 

Open comments and questions are not meant to 
be addressed on the spot.

Back to Classroom Basics 
Mattapoisett School Committee

As member Tiffini Reedy noted in welcoming 
back Mattapoisett Schools Principal Rose Bowman, the 
Mattapoisett School Committee’s Monday night meeting 
was one of celebration on the eve of an opening day of the 
2021-22 academic year. 

The mood was enhanced by anticipation of 
starting the school year with Mattapoisett students in the 
classroom. 

The Old Rochester Regional School District 
had no such opportunity last year, as the coronavirus 
pandemic leveraged a hybrid attendance program for the 
vast majority of students that would peak at two in-school 
days per week, while others learned in a fully remote 
format. This lasted through the winter until Grades K-2 
came back full time, followed shortly thereafter by Grades 
3-6 and ultimately Grades 6-12 with approximately a 
month remaining in the 2020-21 school year. 

Bowman, beset with illness during the 2020-21 
year, was thrilled to be back but even more thrilled to 
be back for the district’s shift in emphasis away from 
strategizing around COVID-19 back toward teaching and 
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learning. 

“We're very grateful to be coming into the year 
with a plan focused on education,” said Bowman. “We 
learned from the pandemic.” Moreover, Bowman focused 
on the beginning of the collaboration between the home 
and school. 

In her report, Bowman reported 250 students in 
Project Grow as of last week. After gaining 13 students 
and losing six, Old Hammondtown School has 183 of 
the 433 elementary school students in the ORR District. 
Center School, which also lost six students, has 16 new 
students including six Kindergarteners. The net result is a 
slight decrease, according to Bowman. 

“Our focus this year is back on teaching and 
learning, and we’re very fortunate to have tools to peek 
into the world. We’re going to use data in a way we 
haven't used it before,” said Associate Principal Kevin 
Tavares. “The school looks great inside and out, water 
fountain installed, the technology is up to snuff. Both 
schools look great.” 

In his Opening Day update, ORR Superintendent 
of Schools Mike Nelson thanked many hands and said, “I 
can’t wait to welcome back students on Tuesday.” 

ORR held its first Acceleration Academy, a one- 
week intensive camp, in late August. “It was just awe- 
inspiring,” said Assistant Superintendent of Teaching and 
Learning Dr. Jannell Pearson-Campbell, who summarized 
summer programming and anticipates the faculty’s first 
professional development day on September 22. 

“We're really proud that we committed to the 
Acceleration Academy,” said Nelson, noting other 
summer programming of longer duration. “We had 
children in our classes for seven weeks... I’m really excited 
about shifting our focus to teaching and learning.” 

In preparing staff for the new academic year, 
Pearson-Campbell reported on featured speaker Keith 
Davis of the Say Yes Institute, whose message that all 
students have the ability to be winners found application 
in what Pearson-Campbell called “filling the gaps for the 
students” and “always giving the students another chance 
to succeed.” 

Member Carly Lavin suggested to Pearson- 
Campbell that parents-guardians be weaved into the 
development dialogue. “I think there’s great aptitude in 
this community for parent involvement,” she said. 

Reedy asked about helping families with children 
in Grades K-2 catch up. Pearson-Campbell referenced 
Aimsweb and I-Excel assessments that identify students’ 
strengths and weaknesses from Grade 3 through Grade 
10. She called J-Excel a parent-friendly report and a 
holistic piece. 

“We never want to look at just one data point,” 
said Nelson, noting that teachers are collecting data daily 
and weekly. “Students might be meeting benchmarks and 
need a different intervention.” He praised the committee 
members for their questions, saying “We want to make 
sure our schools keep getting better and better.” 
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Acting as chairperson in Jim Muse’s absence, 
Lavin introduced three new staff members, including 
Brent Alger (music) and Patricia Cooney (math). 
Meantime, Diane Leroy and Lisa Hill retired, and three 
other staffers moved on. 

“We're very excited to have schools open five 
days a week,” said Lavin. “Remember what it’s like 
through the eyes of a child. They’re a little anxious, a little 
nervous, but they’re very excited.” 

The Mattapoisett School Committee reorganized. 
Karyn Barrows will remain on the Joint School Committee 
on the Superintendency Union #55 side with Carole 
Clifford serving as her alternate. 

Clifford, who returned from a short retirement 
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to fill a vacancy, volunteered to serve on the Anti- 
Racism Subcommittee and on Capital Planning. Lavin 
volunteered to fill the Budget Subcommittee vacancy, and 
the School Committee voted Muse as its MASC delegate. 

Tavares told the committee that for the first time 
in 10 years the Student Handbook had been reworked 
and this time in concert with Rochester Memorial School 
Principal Derek Medeiros and Sippican Elementary 
School Principal Marla Sirois to achieve consistency in 
policy, content, and format.

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Since July, there have been 61 cases of Covid 19 in 
the Town of Rochester. On July 30, 2021 the Department of 
Public Health issued an advisory on wearing face masks. 

DPH monitors the number of cases weekly and 
post it on their website. Since July 22, 2021 our percent 
positivity rate in Rochester has greatly increased.

Since July 29, 2021 we have been the highest 
transmission rate in Plymouth County. The CDC has 
advised that everyone should be wearing coverings 
in pubic indoor places due to the rise in Covid cases.

The BOH remains concerned regarding the 
vaccination rates for the Town of Rochester.

As we 
look at this data, we are finding that low vaccine rates are 
in the 12 to 39 year old age groups. Please consider and 
get vaccinated.

Van will be in town at the Plumb Corner Mall Parking lot 
on Wednesday, September 8, and Wednesday, September

Behemoth. Starring Josh Eisenberg and Paul 
Statman. Directed by Peter Sefchik. Running time: 
87 minutes. No MPAA rating. Now on streaming 
home media. 

Peter Szewczyk (credited here as Sefchik) is 
a digital-effects artist who has worked on a few Star 
Wars films and Avatar. So in his feature directing 
debut Behemoth, we know the monsters and other 
effects will be first-rate. Unfortunately, everything 
else in this underpopulated mash-up of paranoid 
corporate thriller and trippy supernatural horror 
is second-rate at best. Joshua (Josh Eisenberg) is a 
father driven around the bend by grief and guilt 
over his ailing little daughter, whose disease may 
have been caused by the chemical company he 
used to work for. Along with a couple of friends, 
Joshua kidnaps a higher-up at the company (Paul 
Statman) and keeps him at a motel, hoping to force a 
confession: what poisoned his daughter? 

This crime is all over the news, so it’s odd 
that the cops don’t bother to question Joshua’s wife 
Amy (Whitney Nielsen), who’s staying in a hospital 
room with their daughter. Instead, every time we 
hear from Amy, she lays a guilt trip on Joshua 
for not being there for his daughter. Meanwhile, 
Joshua’s friends give new meaning to the word 
“inept,” and an assassin from the company is closing 
in. There are also numerous hellish visions involving 
what seems to be a possessed goat, as well as sundry 
other beasties and Natural Born Killers-style strobe- 
cuts flashing gore-soaked demons and butchers. 

That last element seems to be where 
Szewczyk’s heart is. As I noted about Wishmaster, 
the directorial debut of practical-effects maestro 
Robert Kurtzman, such craftspeople who graduate 
to the director’s chair often focus on their specialty 
to the exclusion of all else. Behemoth gasses on a lot 
about the evils of corporations poisoning the land 
and our children, which is a valid topic for a movie 
if overdone, but then Szewczyk festoons it with 
monsters and grotesques. Is this corporation literally

run by devils and ghouls? Szewczyk and his co- 
writer Derrick Ligas don’t really connect the theme 
and the plot, and frankly there’s not enough plot to 
power a feature-length film. The denouement further 
makes Behemoth feel like an extended (and bad) 
Twilight Zone episode. 

At times, Behemoth wants us to think all the 
erody stuff is just in Joshua’s head. That suspicion 
intensifies when Joshua pops some of his friend’s 
MDA instead of painkillers (oh yeah, Joshua spends 
most of the movie contending with a bullet wound 
in his hip, despite which he manages to stand up 
and not bleed out) and hallucinates all kinds of 
enarly phantasms — or are they hallucinations? 
There’s a story buried in there somewhere, but a lot 
more of it needed to be dug out of the soil. As it is, 
Szewczyk unearthed whatever bits would justify 
playing in his digital-monster sandbox but only got 
crumbs of anything that would have made the story 
meaningful, resonant. 

Some might be willing to go along with it just 
for the horned boogeymen, but a more concerning 
problem with Behemoth is that Peter Szewczyk is 
good at what he usually does, but simply isn’t cut 
out to direct. His actors listlessly chew the scenery 
when they’re not tossing off dead-zone line readings, 
and he has no sense of pace, so the movie feels 
much longer than it is. We’re often not sure what’s 
important and what isn’t (does the same actor 
play a newscaster and a motel manager? why? are 
they involved in the action or just a daydream?), 
and Szewczyk doesn’t seem to know, either. The 
narrative just grinds on unpleasantly but artlessly — 
except for those computer-generated nasties. They 
deserve to be in a better film, one that doesn’t rely 
so heavily on them to work, and then doesn’t work 
anyway.

Historical Commission Receives State Survey 
& Planning Grant 


For the second consecutive year, the Marion 
Historical Commission has been selected to receive 
a Survey & Planning Grant from the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission in its statewide 2021 grant cycle. 

The matching grant of $15,000 will be matched 
by $15,000 of local funds allocated from 2020 Community 
Preservation funds. An historic preservation consultant 
will be hired to continue the ongoing process of 
inventorying all of Marion’s historic and cultural 
resources. This will further extend the Commission’s 2020 
efforts to update and expand the existing inventory to 
current State standards for a comprehensive, digitized, 
easily-accessible database for local preservation planning 
and community education. The survey process also will 
include recommendations for nominating properties to 
the National Register of Historic Places, the official list of 
the Nation’s historic places worthy of preservation.

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The Marion Historical Commission, with the 
Town’s adoption of MA General Laws Part I Title VII 
Chapter 40 Section 8D, was established in the 1990s 
for the primary purpose of identifying and protecting 
the Town’s historic resources. This includes buildings, 
structures, objects and sites of national, state, or local 
significance based on an understanding of their historic, 
architectural, and/or archeological importance. 

The primary responsibility of the Marion 
Historical Commission is to coordinate all community- 
wide historic preservation planning on behalf of the 
Town. This includes educating the public about the 
identification of historic resources and the importance 
of preserving and protecting such resources. The 
Commission also serves as a public advocate to advise the 
Select Board and other local and state agencies regarding 
matters of preservation, protection and redevelopment 
of historic buildings, structures and sites which may be 
under consideration by said boards.

Marion Receives SEC Grant Award 

Today, Rep. Bill Straus (D-Mattapoisett) has 
announced that the Town of Marion will be awarded 
a Massachusetts Seaport Economic Council grant for 
$300,000 to assist in the design of a new harbormaster and 
marine center at Island Wharf located in Sippican Harbor. 
Word of the project’s approval was received by the 
Representative from Lieutenant Governor Karyn Polito 
who chairs the Seaport Council and has been the Baker 
Administration’s point person on this and other coastal 
projects in the state. The town intends to compete for 
construction grant funds in a future funding cycle in 2022. 

Preliminary designs for the facility were initially 
presented to the town in 2020. Revised plans, which will 
consolidate Marine Department office space in a new 
building that will be elevated out of the flood zone, were 
released last spring, at which time the town expressed 
its intent to seek partial state funding. The design money 
grant will be taken up formally at the September meeting 
of the Seaport Council by the Lieutenant Governor, who 
chairs the panel. 

“T am pleased that the administration has 
recognized the merits of this project,” said Rep. Bill Straus 
(D-Mattapoisett), House chair of the Joint Committee on 
Transportation. “The harbor and the facilities that serve 
Sippican Harbor are important public safety, recreational 
and economic assets that benefit the region.” 

The Massachusetts Seaport Economic Council, 
was established several years ago and supports the 
Commonwealth's 78 coastal communities through grant 
programs that support economic development and 
resiliency to climate change. The next council meeting is 
scheduled for September 9, 2021.

Upon the death of the 
Governor, he became acting governor and thus the 
16th. He lost the following election and spent time as an 
associate justice of the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial 
Court. In 1839, he ran again for governor and this time he 
won by one vote to become the 18th Governor. 

Local lore says that he lived for a time in 
Rochester in the halfway house on County Rd. The house 
was called this because it was 13 miles from New Bedford 
and 13 miles from Plymouth. It is still there today at #405 
County Rd. It also once served as a stagecoach stop.
